On page 22 that THALIA STERN, 1710 Daytonia Road, Miami 
Beach, Florida, Peace Center of Miami, appeared on a 
list at the temporary headquarters of the Project on 
8-9-65. Also included on this list and just above 
STERN's name and address was a ROBERTA--FOSTER, 980 N.E. 
170th Street, North Miami Beach, Florida, also representing 
the Peace Center of Miami. 


Miami indices contained no references to 
ROBERTA FOSTER or ROBERTA STERN. 


Atlanta airtel 9-9-65, captioned as phove, 
also reflected that during a conversation HARRY--BOYTE 
had on 9-7-65, with one JOHN ‘ANDREW, BOYTE mentioned 
that his son, HARRY-BOYTE, JR., had been spending 
several days with a DWAYNE.WILDER (phonetic) at 3030 
S. W. 27th Avenue, Miami.
